Full Day in Office—He Is Told 
Germany Can Not Be Conquered 
for Another Six Months, 


MR. TRUMAN BECOMES MR. PRESIDENT:

SECOND ARTICLE. 
N April 13th I began my first full day in office. I 
QC) wes up at 6:30, and at 9 o’clock, after a walk and 
breakfast, I left for the White House with Hugh 
Fulton, who had served as my counsel on the Truman 
Committee and who had been waiting with the Secret 
Service men until I was ready to leave. 


As I entered the White House car, I noticed Tony 
Vaccaro, Capitol Hill correspondent for the Associated 
Press, as he stood on the curb. I told him to hop in, and 
the three of us drove to the White House together. In 
our conversation I remember saying that few men in 
history equalled the one into whose shoes I was step- 
ping, and that I silently prayed to God that I could 
measure up to the task. 


Roosevelt Relics in Executive Office. 


When we reached the White House, I went at once to the 
oval executive office. President Roosevelt's belongings were 
numerous in the room. Ship models and ship prints were espe- 
cially obvious, and the desk was laden with mementos. Every- 
where were signs of the man who had labored there so long. 
I had no wish to change the room as yet, but I was forced to 
use the desk, and so I asked an aide to put away the former 
President's belongings. Except for the objects on the desk, I 
carefully avoided disturbing the late President’s possessions. 
I even attempted, as much as possible, to keep from interfering 
with his personal staff, who were already overwhelmed with 
duties in connection with the plans for the coming funeral. 


As yet, of course, I had no adequate staff of my own. 
Matthew J. Connelly, my Vice Presidentjal secretary, was 
already with me, but he was as new to the executive offices 
as I. Mle needed help, and I found it necessary at once to call 
in William D. Simmons, who had been the executive office 
receptionist for several years. His familiarity with the sur- 
roundings simplified many problems that arose, and he an- 
swered many of my phone calls, received many of my callers, 
and otherwise took on the duties of a secretary during those 
early, unplanned hours. 


My first official business was with Secretary of State 
Edward R. Stettinius, Jr.. who reported to me on current dip- 
lomatic matters and discussed some of the plans for the coming 
United Nations Conference at San Francisco. 


Stettinius informed me that at President Roosevelt's re- 
quest the State Department prepared for the President each 
day a two-page summary of the important diplomatic develop- 
ments, and he handed me the current report. He asked whether 
I wished to have this daily summary continued, and he informed 
me that an up-to-date reference book on the major points. of 
the foreign policies of the United States was being prepared 
for me. 


Arrangement for Daily Briefings. 


I told Stettinius that I would welcome both the daily sum- 
mary and the reference book, but I requested him to let me 
have that same day an outline of the background and the 
present status of the principal problems confronting this gov- 
ernment in its relations with other countries. These written 
reports, along with material from other departments and from 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, came to me regularly from then on, 
and from the first I studied them with the greatest care. Night 
after night I went over them in detail and never went to bed 
until I had thoroughly digested the information they contained. 


During the day friends and acquaintances arrived from time 
to time, and, as I could, I saw them. The day was not organized, 
of course. Official tasks were numerous, but as yet no schedule 
had been arranged, and there were many interruptions. 

Only a little while after Secretary Stettinius left, I met 
with the military leaders for the first time. It was. eleven 
o’clock when Secretary of War Stimson and Secretary of the 
Navy Forrestal came in with General George C. Marshall, Army 
Chief of Staff, Admiral Ernest J. King, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, Lieuterant General Barnev M. Giles of the Air Force, 
and Admiral William D. Leahy, Chief of Staff to the President. 
I knew and respected all these men, and it was comforting to 


know that I would be advised by leaders of such ability and 
distinction. 


In their report to me they were brief and to the point. 


Germany, they told me, would not be finally overcome for an- | 


other six months at least. Japan would not be conquered for | 


another year and a half, Their summary covered our far-flung 
military operations, but there was little detailed examination 
of our various positions. 


When they had finished, I told them that I considered it 
urgent to send some word to our armed forces as to what they 
I added, however, that before doing so, 
I thought I should first address Congress. As the new Chief 
Executive, I wanted the support of the legislative atm of the 
government, as I wished to assure our people, our armed forces, 
and our allies that we would continue our efforts unabated. 


Understanding With Admiral Leahy. 


The military leaders agreed, and as they were leaving, I 
asked Admiral Leahy to remain with me.

BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 26 
(AP)—Argentina’s ousted dic- 
| tator, Juan Peron, was three 
| miles closer to freedom today 
| but awaited a promised safe 
| eonduct from the revolutionary 
| government which overthrew 


him, 

The little Paraguayan gun- 
boat on which Peron had been 
a refugee for nearly a week 
pulled away from its Buenos 
Aires dock late yesterday, It 
dropped anchor in the vast Rio 
de la Plata estuary, three miles 
offshore and still within Argen- 
tine territory. 

The Paraquayan embassy said 
the gunboat’ was awaiting de- 
livery of the safe conduct pa- 
pers, promised by the new gov- 
ernment Saturday. before set- 
ting out on the 900-mile voyage 
up the Parana and Paraguay 
rivers to Asuncion. More than 
two-thirds of the four-day trip 
is through Argentine territory. 

Papers Expected. 

Delivery of the papers was 
expected at any time There 
was no indication that Provi- 
sional President Eduardo Lo- 
nardi’s regime had changed its 
mind about letting Peron go in 
accordance with the Latin- 
American tradition of permit- 
ting ousted political leaders to 
find asylum abroad 

Paraguayan Ambassador Juan 
Chaves said Peron and his aide, 
Maj. Ignacio Cialceta, were the 
only refugees on the gunboat 
Earlier yesterday a pretty voung 
brunette was seen on the ship 
but it was not known whether 
she had stayed aboard. One 
report said she was a friend of 
Cialceta. 

A Paraguayan amphibian 
plane arrived in Buenos Aires 
late yesterday, touching off 
speculation that it might have 
been sent for Peron. Officials 
in Asuncion denied this.

The 69-year-old Boston ex- 
pert said, in answer to a ques- 
tion as to when Mr. Eisenhower 
would be able to read docu- 
ments, “He probably will be 
able to in 10 days or two 
weeks.” He also said that pos- 
sibly by that time he could con- 
fer with Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles before the latter 
goes to the next Foreign Min- 
isters’' conference Oct. 27 at 
Geneva 

Could Resume Golf. 

He said at one point that 
even today the President, with 
whom he talked after the ex- 
amination, probably felt good 
enough to play golf. And he 
said there was no reason why 
he could not take up golf again 
in the event of the hoped-for 
recovery. 

He said the usual time for 
a complete recovery and the 
resumption of normal life after 
an attack no more serious than 
Mr. Eisenhower's was about 
two months. 

“He may feel well enough 
to go to the golf Tinks today,” 
Dr. White said. 

He said also that the Presi- 
dent has perspired a good deal, 
which was another hopeful 
sign. 

He declared the fever re- 
corded late yesterday, the Pres- 
ident’s first since his attack, was 
“just 
little fever,” which he deseri 
as a rectal temperature of 1014, 
the equivalent of 100.4 orally. 


He said the fever went down 


a little this morning, although 
it could go up again.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (AP) 
—Secretary of Agriculture Ben- 
som suggested today that a 
Senate subcommittee looking 
into the Wolf Ladejinsky case 
ought to direct its questions to 
him. The group immediately 
announced it would like to 
have Benson testify tomorrow. 

In a letter to Chairman 
Johnston (Dem.), South Caro- 
lina, of the Senate subcommit- 


, tee investigating the Govern- 


ment’s employe security pro- 
gram, Benson said he had “full 
responsibility” for the Agricul- 
ture department's decision 
later reversed — to declare 
Ladejinsky a security. risk. 

Benson added: , 

“I feel... that testimony re- 
lating to the decisions of the 
department in this case should 
be given by me.” 

Johnston read Benson's let- 
ter at the opening of a session 
to which two Benson aids had 
been called as witnesses. He 
said Benson would be asked to 
testify tomorrow at 9:30 a.m. 

Ladejinsky, a Russian-born 
land reform expert, received se- 
curity clearance from the State 
Department and was employed 
for several years as an agri- 
cultural attache in Japan. When 
his job was placed under the 
Agriculture Department he was 
fired last December as a se- 
curity risk. 

Hired by Stassen. 

The case attracted wide at- 
tention in newspapers. In the 
upshot, the Foreign Operations 
Administration, then headed by 
Harold Stassen, reviewed Lade- 
jinsky’s record, cleared him and 
assigned him to a post over- 
seas. Benson later ordered 
Ladejinsky’s designation as a 
security risk stricken from 
Agriculture Department rec- 
ords, . 

In opening the hearing, 
Johnston said security officials 
in some Government agencies 
were “downright incompetent, 
unqualified and politically bi- 
ased,” but that others were able 
public officials.

From all the country go an anxious and regret- 
ful people’s most earnest wishes for the Presi- 
dent's full recovery at the earliest time possible, 

The distressing news of Mr. Eisenhower's 
heart attack would have been a shock under any 
circumstances. It was the more of a blow be- 
cause there had been so many reports from 
recent visitors to the summer White House at 
Denver that he looked and acted exceptionally 
fit. , 

From every indication the President was en- 
joying thoroughly his vacation in the Colorado 
mountains. The presidency is a crushing office 
and it is one of the characteristics of the former 
General that he has found ways to escape from 
its demands at intervals. 

Mr. Eisenhower's illness has both immediate 
effects and long-term implications.

That old dream of the Kentuckv colonel sit- 
ting on the wide, white-columned portico and, 
looking out over his acres of lawn, sipping a mint 
julep—that old dream will have to take a back 
seat. It isn’t in a class with the poetry we have 
in mind now/ Cool Valley. Cool, man. Cool. 
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The Light of La Prensa 


“The Argentine people are fully conscious of 
their right to have truthful and complete infor- 
mation. I have the conviction that Argentines 
will never give up those rights or relinquish 
those principles and that La Prensa must Te- 
appear.” —~Dr. Alberte Gainza Paz, 1951. 


As Argentina struggles to restore a free press, 
these words of four years ago still represent a 
test of the return of liberty. For when the Peron 
dictatorship seized La Prensa and toppled the 
famous beacon from its roof, a light of freedom 
went out. It must go on again. 

For nearly a century La Prensa and its beacon 
symbolized honest information and public serv- 
ice. Eighty-five years ago its founder said: “Truth, 
honesty—that is our point of departure.” And 
from that point La Prensa became the world’s 
greatest Spanish-language newspaper. 

But in 1951, La Prensa became a symbol of the 
ruthlessness of fascist oppgession. For it was de- 
stroyed by Juan Peron after long efforts to cen- 
sor or control it had failed. 

Ten years earlier, the Peron Government 
warned the press against criticism under.a law 
forbidding “disrespect.” The law made truth 
more disrespectful than untruth, but still Lea 
Prensa grew in public esteem. 

The Peronistas then turned to control of 
newsprint supplies, forcing La Prensa to sur- 
render and then buy back at higher prices its 
own paper stocks. But even control of newsprint 
failed to control the news. 

In the end the Peronistas fomented a strike 
by news vendors, sent armed hoodlums to attack 
La Prensa employes, and closed the newspaper 
plant on grounds that its management had threat- 
ened national security. Publisher Gainza Paz was 
compelled to flee. The Peronist Congress ex- 
propriated La Prensa, and finally gave the re- 
mains to Peron’s labor federation to operate as 
a kept sheet. 

Hence today the case of La Prensa is a differ- 
ent kind of symbol. With the Peron dictatorship 
overthrown, Argentina’s newspapers are begin- 
ning to publish unrestricted news once more. 
La Prensa staff members have thrown the busts 
of Peron inte the streets, and wiped references 
to Peron from their pages. 

But the injustice to La Prensa and to the 
cause of truth and honesty will not be erased 
until the newspaper is restored to its rightful 
owners, who helped build it into an institution 
of the free world. The Inter-American Press As- 
sociation has already appealed to Provisional 
President Eduardo Lonardi to return La Prensa 
to those from whom it was taken. Surely the 
new government, pledged to liberty, will comply. 

When Dr. Alberto Gainza Paz re-enters the 
La Prensa building on the Avenido de Mayo, 
then will be the time to relight the beacon 
above it.

If the pilot or the co-pilot had been watching 
the altimeter and artificial horizon, the crash 
of an American Airlines Convair plane last 
March 20 near the Springfield, Mo., airport prob- 
ably would not have occurred, according to a 
Civil Aeronautics Board report. 

As the report indicates, both pilots appar- 
ently were alertly staring out of the cockpit 
into the darkness at the distant airport lights. 
Underneath them, closer than they realized, 
was sparsely settled, flat, dark terrain. The 
report notes that in such circumstances some 
flight crews have received an erroneous impres- 
sion of altitude and the illusion that the plane 
is flying horizontally with respect to a distant 
light when it really is nosing down. » 

Under these circumstances a quick glance at 
the instruments would have shown the plane’s 
true position. But for some inexplicable reason 
neither man took that look—or at least not until 


it was too late. The story of the accidént that 
took the lives of 13 out of 35. persons aboard is 
closed. It is true that to err is human but to-err 
in aircraft operation is often fatal. 
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Enough Without a Tax 


If for any reason the amount of state 
school moneys available is insufficient to 
pay in full the amount necessary under this 
act, the money for each district shall be re- 
duced by the same ratio that the total money 
available bears to the full amount necessary 
as determined by the state board of education. 


So reads Section 7 of the School Foundation 
Plan, which will be submitted to voters Oct. 4 as 
Referendum Measure No. 2. Section 7 provides 
the best answer to those who are clamoring for 
immediate passage of a two-cent cigarette tax on 
the ground that without this tax there won't be 
enough money to finance the Foundation Plan. 

Why is it so urgently necessary to finance 
the Foundation Plan in full thie year? That is 
the question which seldom gets attention. 

Actually, if the cigarette tax is not adopted 
next month there will still be available for state 
aid to schools more than $102,000,000 in’ the 
current biennium, more than 10 per cent over 
what was available in the preceding biennium. 

With funds of that magnitude being distributed 
under the Foundation Plan, surely the schools 
would not exactly be impoverished. Each dis- 
trict, as provided by Section 7, would get a cer- 
tain percentage of the aid it would get if the 
Plan were financed 100 per cent. 

True, some districts might come out with less 
state aid than they have been receiving under 
the old distribution scheme. But if the Founda- 
tion Plan is fair and equitable, and an improve- 
ment on the old, then some decreases as well as 
increases in state aid should be expected. Isn't 
one of the purposes of the Plan to require dis- 
tricts which have been dodging their local tax 
obligations to increase local support? 

This is why it seems to us that Missourt vot- 
ers would be wise to vote for the Foundation 
Plan (Referendum Measure No. 2) but against 
the cigarette tax (Referendum Measure No. 1) 
at this time. Then the Legislature ought to un- 
dertake a study of all state expenditures and tax 
revenues, with a view to drafting a comprehen- 
sive fiscal and budget policy. 

A cigarette tax for school aid may well turn 
out to be necessary at some future time, but for 
the present the schools, in our opinion, are as- 
sured of generous state aid without it. 
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Housing Authority Makes Sure 

The St. Louis Housing Authority is holding up 
acquisition of land for three new public housing 
projects until it can restudy the particular areas, 
two in North St. Louis and one on the South 
Side. Since this will not jeopardize federal aid 
for the $21,915,000 apartment developments, the 
city has nothing to lose. 

Moreover, there are two good reasons for a 
close second look. First, opposition has devel- 
oped among some residents of the districts 
marked for clearance. Second, selection of the 
three areas was not based on studies so detailed 
as those employed for most urban redevelop- 
ment projects. 

A restudy, therefore, seems to be worthwhile. 
Once the Authority is sure of itself it can move 
ahead with confidence and determination. Let 
us hope that is soon. More than 1400 housing 
units for low-income families are involved. Every 
day these units are delayed is a day in which 
some families must continue to exist in sub- 
standard housing, some of it rat-infested.

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Creating a New City 

An imporant new Missouri municipality may 
be in the making in South St. Louis county. A 
group of business men in that area is attempting 
to create a single city by consolidating the Aff- 
ton, Lemay and Gardenville districts with seven 
smaller adjoining communities, some hardly more 
than subdivisions. The new town would have an 
area of some 50 square miles and a population 
of 60,000, making it the state’s fifth largest. 

Creating such a municipality is much easier 
said than done, of course. Imposing hurdles 
would have to be cleared—local rivalries, politi- 
cal and legal problems, the fear of something 
new. In the end, though, it might be very much 
worthwhile. The consolidated community cer- 
tainly ought to produce more efficient municipal 
services than presently are offered in the indi- 
vidual villages and unincorporated areas. 

The business men who are making the attempt 
call themselves “Progressive Neighbors.” They 
are tackling the problem of local government 
where it should be tackled—at local level. 

Their progress should be watched with more 
than a little interest by persons in other parts 
of St. Louis county who might benefit by mu- 
nicipal consolidation. Directors of the three 
school districts that coexist with the municipall- 
ties in the South county area also should keep 
an eye on the project, for schools take the big- 
gest bite out of the local tax dollar.

Suburbs to City in a Hurry 


Railroad lines could be transformed into major traffic arteries 
at much less cost than construction of expressways, writer says; 
such rapid transit caters to people rather than autos; would 
mean faster, better urban transportation, fewer street jams. 


Robert L. Banks in Railway Progress, Published by the 
Federation for Railway Progress 


There is considerable evidence of a 
change in community attitudes toward 
automotive transportation—a change 
favorable to the railroads. City officials 
and planners are becoming more recep- 
tive to techniques which will encourage 
the use of mass transportation, cut 
down traffic congestion and eliminate 
the need for expensive freeways. 


As the Regional Plan Association of 
New York says: “If use of railroads for 
commuting is permitted to decline in 
favor of motor vehicle commuting, traf- 
fic congestion in 
the central business 
areas, and the cost 
of relieving it, will 
increase out of all 
proportion to the 
number of. persons 
transported. The 
paramount public 
need is for a well- 
balanced © transpor- 
tation system of 
highway, parkway 
and railroad devel- 
opment... .” 

This implies an 
awareness that the 
railroad rights of 
way which bisect and diverge from all 
our large cities are ideally suited to 
serve the major patterns of traffic flow 
in their metropolitan areas; it also 
implies an unexploited identity of inter- 
est among the railroads and the cities 
they serve. 


Railroads Follow Traffic Flow 


On the one hand the railroads have 
all the inherent advantages of mass 
transportation without the insurmount- 
able handicap of on-street operation 
which overwhelms the local transit 
companies. On the other, their existing 
rights of way give them a terrific advan- 
tage in comparison with other traffic 
palliatives which must be built from 
scratch. 


Motor vehicle expressways cost any- 
where from $3,000,000 to $30,000,000 a 
mile, depending on the number of 
underpasses which have to be built. 
Railroad rights of way in most cities 
fan out from downtown to the principal 
suburban centers. They correspond to 
the principal traffic flow patterns in 
every metropolitan area. 

Use of these routes eliminates costly 
condemnation and destruction of prop- 
erty, excavation and relocation of 
sewers and public utilities and con- 
struction of new’ overpasses. 


Service to Business Districts 


Adequate passenger transportation on 
such routes would provide easier access 
for employes of industrial concerns 
along the right of way and generally 
improve the value of such properties. 


None of these lines are presently used 
to their theoretical capacity. With the 
addition of signalling, stations, trackage 
and equipment, which could be installed 
at a cost much less than the construc- 
tion of a parallel throughway, the rail 
routes could be transformed into major 
traffic arteries catering to people rather 
than to autos. 

Costs to be considered need not in- 
clude power generating and trans- 
mission facilities, since railroad-based 
metropolitan transport could utilize 
recently developed h-capacity. self- 


propelled vehicles such as Budd rail 
diesel cars. 
In cities where rail terminals are 


inconvenient to business districts, new 
extensions may have to be built to 
maximize use of rail service. But their 
cost should be much less than the in- 
vestment in parallel superhighways. 
Metropolitan ‘railroad service could 
be financed either through community 
credit— municipal bonds—or by a 


diversion of highway or other public 
revenues. 

Financing by general credit is justi- 
fied on the grounds that adequate public 
transportation is a community service 
as essential as schools, streets, fire and 
police protection and that every resi- 
dent benefits by it (at least in standby 
service and reduced traffic conges- 
tion) whether or not he is a regular 
passenger. 

The initial requirement for a national 
program of metropolitan railroad devel- 
opment is education of the general pub- 
lic, of public administrators, and of 
railroad management. The public has 
been oversold on highways as a self- 
supporting transportation medium. 


Property Taxes for Highways 


It is too often forgotten that more 
than one-quarter of the money spent by 
all levels of government on highway 
construction is not contributed by high- 
way users, but comes out of taxes on 
property and other local levies on all 
residents. 

In recent years such contributions by 
the general taxpayer to highway con- 
struction programs have exceeded one 
billion dollars a year. In urban areas, 
where only a small part of the total 
street network is supported by state 
and federal aid the contribution of local 
taxpayers is proportionately higher. 

If the facts are made known it will 
not be difficult to convince the taxpayer 
and the public administrators whom he 
elects that tax money will stretch fur- 
ther if proposed highway expenditures 
are partially diverted to the metropoli- 
tan rail development. 


Taxpayer ignorance of the facts has 
been largely due to the preoccupation 
of railroad management with day-to-day 
operating routine. Railroad executives 
have complained to boredom about the 
diversion of their tax payments to sup- 
port competing types of transport. Rail 
management, however, has given almost 
no thought to methods by which it 
could channel some of these funds to 
its own long-range interest. 


The Tide of Decentralization 


The cities must solve their traffic and 
transportation problems efficiently and 
economically, and will prove receptive 
to bold and imaginative suggestions for 
mass transportation by rail. 


City officials realize that unless pub- 
lie transport is made sufficiently attrac- 
tive in terms of speed, price, comfort 
and convenience, it will become increas- 
ingly more expensive to do business in 
urban areas. The tide of dispersion 
and decentralization will become over- 
whelming. 


This tide, with all of its unfortunate 
implications for the railroad industry, 


can be profitably exploited, withstood. 


and even turned back if the railroads 
act now.

Undermining 1935 Law. 


They were the Federal Trade 
Commission's comprehensive in- 
vestigation in the late 1920's 
and early 1930’s into the “pow- 
er trust” and that made by the 
Senate Banking Committee into 
the operations of the New York 
Stock Exchange and banking 
and investment companies dur- 
ing 1933-34. 

For this present investigation, 
which deals with utilities in the 
West and with New York in- 
vestment company operations 
in that far field, is. exploring 
the question of whether the 
1935 Utility Holding Company 
Act is being undermined and 
another “power trust” develop- 


ng. 

The trail being followed by 
the Senator and his staff began 
with an attempted merger, 
which has not yet materialized, 
between Puget Sound Power 
and Light Company, operating 
in Western Washington, and 
the Washington Water Power 
Company. 


New Yorkers Seek Merger. 


From a parade of witnesses

“Puget Sound Power and Light 
Company stockholders commit- 
tee” with offices in Wall Street. 

It consisted entirely of men 


from the New York companies | 


who sought to promote the 
merger with a fund of $24,000 
contributed entirely by the New 
York companies—‘“with not a 
thin dime” from Actual stock- 
holders directly, as Senator 
O’Mahoney brought out. 
Though this seems to be a 
common practice in New York,

Only recently the Sécurities

holders. 

From the start of this at- 
tempted merger, the Senator 
and his staff moved into a 
broader area and sought to es- 
tablish a deeper motive in this 
New York financial operation.

complications, the big, bad Ter- | 


rapins from the University of 
Maryland could well glide 
through to their third unbeaten, 
untied season in the last five 
years. 

While it’s true that Jim Ta- 
tum’s Split-T outfit doesn’t play 
as tough i schedule as some of 
the other top teams, it’s equally 
true that the Terps can beat 
the best—namely U.C.L.A. 

Maryland won victory No, 2 
last Saturday with a 7-0 deci- 
sion over the defending Pacific 
Coast Conference champions. 
Now the Terps have eight games 
to go for a perfect season.

This week, the Tatum forces 
visit Baylor of the Southwest 
Conference.

PATCHING LINOLEUM 
E know of a man who has 
W started to take his wife out 
to dinner a couple of times 
a week because he has noticed 
that the lineleum in front of the 
kitchen sink is beginning to get 
worn. This strikes us as a very 

unselfish gesture on his part. 
When linoleum becomes worn 
you can either leave it alone, 
rip it all up and put down new 
or patch it. Patching costs the 
least and makes a nice job. 
You'll need a piece of linoleum 
and it should be somewhat larg- 
er than the area that is to be 
patched. Spread the patch right 
over the worn spot so that the 
patch completely covers the 
worn area with a little to spare. 
Now take a sharp linoleum 
knife and start to cut around 
the edges of the patch. The 
knife should be sunk in deep 
enough so that it will cut 
through both the patch and the 
old linaleum. Hold the knife so 
that it nts inward at about a 
30 degree angle. This will help 
produce a seam that is very in- 
conspicuous. Don’t make a 
square or rectangular patch if it 
can be avoided..It’s best, for the 
sake of appearance, if the patch 

is round or, better still, oval. 
After you've completely cut 
around the patch, lift it out of 
the way and remove the cut out 
piece of worn linoleum. Do this 
gently so as not to damage the 
surrounding linoleum. Water 
will soften up the cement and 
after the worn portion has been 
removed, remove any cement 
that remains on the felt with 
the water. Allow the felt to dry, 
coat the area with linoleum 
cement and then put the patch 
into place. It should fit just 

perfect.

Force B-36 can fly 10,000 
miles nonstop and drop a 10,000- 
pound load along the way. The 
B-36’s wingspread alone is twice 
the length of that first Kitty 
Hawk flight. 


The proposed space satellite 
recently approved by President 
Eisenhower will be another 
revolutionary breakthrough. But 
Rocket experts expect the space 
crafts of the future to dwarf 
the spaceball vehicle in power 
and performance just as the B- 
36 towers over the Kitty Hawk 
plane.. And in a shorter span 
of time. 

Nuclear power plants are con- 
sidered the next—and most im- 
portant—breakthrough in space 
flight. They are important be- 
cause any interplanetary ve- 
hicle must carry its own fuel 
supply. A vast amount of fuel 
is required to propel present 
rockets, and that limits flights. 
Nuclear engines would make 
possible crew-carrying ships 
able to range over our and 
other solar systems. 


Powder and liquid rockets 
are not new, of course—the 
former dates back to thir- 
teenth century China. Liquid 
propellants are better but more 
expensive than solid propel- 
lants, according to Charles Man- 
sur and Lowell Randall, two 
rocket engineers in the Army 
Ordnance laboratories at White 
Sands Proving Grounds, N.M. 

Mansur was an associate of 
the late Prof. Robert Goddard, 
the father of American rocket- 
ry. Both he and Randall are 
propulsion specialists — and 
both are convinced “present 
chemical means of rocket pro- 
pulsion will not get you all the 
way in interplanetary flight.” 

Said Randall: 


“We have reached about 50 
per cent of the efficiency limits 
of liquid chemical propellants. 
This means we are nearing the 
ceiling on rocket performance 
unless we can find some other 
form of power. 


“Perhaps a nuclear reactor, 
which does not require the big 
fuel load of present conven- 
tional rocket motors, is the 
next step. Of course, there is 
much of the rocket ‘art’. we still 
do not know, but it is the feel- 
ing here that you will have to 
go outside the chemical field 
for new sources of energy.” 

Two Chicago propulsion spe- 
cialists, Stephen J. Fraenkel 
and Vincent Cushing of Ar- 
mour Research Foundation, IIli- 
nois Institute of Technology, 
also look toward a nuclear pow- 
er plant as the solution to long 
distance rocket travel. Cushing 
believes any real interplanetary 
travel is “tied in closely with 
the development of a nuclear 
power plant.” With such a 
plant, Cushing says, there would 
be two important advantages. 

“Getting ‘out of this world’ 
with conventional chemical! 
fuels is dependent on the initial 
velocity of escape,” he said. 
“This means you need a big 
blast-off with its attendant tre- 
mendous G-pull (gravity pull) 
on your human crew, With a 
nuclear power plant, take-off 
could be one of gradual acceler- 
ation—it would be as unevent- 
ful inside the craft as it is sit- 
ting here in this office talking 
to you. 

“In addition, the great 
amount of space taken up by 
the chemical fuels could be 
used for payload — equipment 
and passengers —aboard a 
nuclear-powered ship.” 

20 achieve such a power 
plant, Cushing recommended a 
“crash” program similar to the 
Manhattan District project 
which led to the development 
of the first atomic bomb. 

“Given a few billion dollars 
and from two to five years, 
scientists not only could design 
but build a nuclear-powered 
engine suitable for interplane- 
tary flight,” he said. “This 
would be a gamble only in the 
sense that no one could predict 
the eventual final form or size 
of the atomic engine. About its 
feasibility, however, there is 
wide agreement.” 


Fraenkel agreed and added: 

“If such an atomic engine 
were in existence, and especial- 
ly if it could be planned to 
travel at speeds approaching 
that of light, then the explora- 
tion of other solar systems 
might not be out of the ques- 
tion.” 

Other potential means of pro- 
pulsion have been or are being 
studied. Among them: the fu- 
sion process of the hydrogen 
bomb, electrical, ionic and 
photonic propulsion and solar 
radiation. 

Dr. J. H. Fremlin of Birming- 
ham University, England, has 
suggested a fusion reaction de- 
vice. He proposes that helium 
and tritium, two of the light ele- 
ments of nature, be mixed to- 
gether in a 4000-ton stainless 
steel sphere. The sphere would 
be heated to the incredible tem- 
perature of 4,000,000 degrees 
centigrade and would serve as 
a thermonuclear combustion 
chamber for the rocket engine. 

Ernest Stuhlinger eof the 
Army Ordnance Missile Center, 
Red Stone Arsenal, Huntsville, 
Ala., has proposed a turbo-elec- 
tric generator capable of sena- 
ing a space ship from “an eartn 
satellite orbit to a Mars satel-

lite orbit and back.” Thrust in 
the Stuhlinger electric space 
ship system comes from ions 
and electrons expelled in the 
same manner as chemical rocket 
fuels. 


Another suggestion is a pro- 
pulsion system using mirrors to 
reflect solar radiation heat into 
a high pressure boiler. 

The “last word” in propulsion 
is “photonic” power. Photonic 
is a term credited to Dr. Eugen 
Saenger, an Austrian physicist 
who once worked at the German 
Peenemunde rocket center. He 
now heads the “Institute for Jet 
Propulsion Physics” in Stutt- 
gart. 


Dr. Saenger believes photonic 
propulsion can increase the 
thrust power of rocket engines 
to the speed of light, 186,000 


miles per second, the fastest 
speed known, How would this 
be done? 
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R. SAENGER says it is 
D) possibie “in theory.” 


The 

theoretical basis of pho- 
tonic propulsion rests on 
Albert Einstein's formula 


showing the conversion of mass 
into energy: E equals MC 
squared. Light has mass, al- 
though we don’t think of it as 
such. According to the Einstein 
theory, visible light consists of 
photons moving at the speed 
of light. 


If you can get a light source 
powerful enough to exert a for- 
ward thrust as it pours out be- 


hind your vehicle—in the same 
manner that a rocket engine 
works—you would have pho- 


tonic propulsion. 


Both the flashlight you hold 
in vour hand and the headlights 
on your car are pouring out 
photons—and thus pushing 
backwards. But because the 
source is so small, you don’t get 
any thrust. 


What is needed is a light gen- 
erator powerful enough to 
throw out a beam with a thrust. 

Prof. Bernard Strehler of the 
University of Chicago calls light 
“the most efficient source of 
power, compact, small and all- 
powerful.” He adds: 

“Potentially, it is an unlim- 
ited source of energy. To har- 
ness it would be a revolution 
surpassing the harnessing of 
atomic energy.” 

Dr. Fraenkel says a combina- 
tion of nuclear power and light 
power is “the key to conquer 
space,” 

To find a material capable of 
generating light with a “kick” 
to it is the problem 

There is evidence that Soviet 
Russia is interested in the pho- 
tonic theory. Grigori Tokaev, a 
Russian engineer who defected 
to the West, has declared he was 
under orders from the Kremlin 
to bring Dr. and Mrs. Saenger 
to Moscow by persuasion or 
force 

Tokaev's mission failed and 
the Russians do not have the 
foremost phetonic power 
pert in their employ 
Saenger has since said he 
“doubted the Russians have 
solved the multitude of prob- 
lems connected with photonic 
propulsion.” 

But Dr. Saenger is not over- 
looking the possibility that the 
Russians may be “hot on the 
trail.” 

And what about the United 
States? 

Informed sources say the 
United States is also “hot on 
the trail” at perhaps two key 
research laboratories, one in the 
Southwest, the other in the Far 
West. According to the experts 
who can comment, neither the 
United States nor the U.S.S.R. 
has reached the mechanical 
“working stage’—as yet. 

The experts have a routine 
answer to a question that has 
become routine since the United 
States announced plans to 
launch the space satellite. 

The question: When will man 
fly to the moon and the planets? 


The answer: After spending 


a few billion dollars. 


Dr. Ernst A. Steinhoff, 45, 
expects to see a “trip to the 
moon within my lifetime.” Dr. 
Steinhoff, a veteran rocket 
scientist, is a key figure in the 
research laboratories centering 
at White Sands proving ground. 
He is one of the original group 
of German space enthusiasts 
who organized rocket societies 
in pre-Hitler Germany. He can 


remember the early meetings 
when “rocketeers’” met with 
derisive jeers from “practical 
people.” 


“We would discuss techniques 
of travel, the’ problems of inter- 
planetary flight and the possi- 
bilities of life on other 
planets,” he said. “We especial- 
ly speculated about life on 
Mars, perhaps living under- 
ground because of the cold 
climate. Today, the best in- 
formation is that only 
form of plant 
Mars, like our lichens.” 


From these modest rocket 
society beginnings with their 


free-wheeling flights of inter- | 
planetary imagination, the en- | 


tire German rocket program 
grew. Steinhoff, with other 
rocket society graduates like 
Wernher Von Braun, Hermann 
Oberth and Karl Dornberger, 
were drawn together at Peene- 
munde on the Baltic sea coast.

Among the problems he 
thinks will have to be studied 
are meteorite collisions, naked 
cosmic radiation, space “‘dis- 
orientation” and entropy, or the 
behavior of molecules in space.

proposed American research 
satellite, would be used as a 
space assembly point.

ROF. HERMAN OBERTH, a 
v pioneer rocket theorist, re- 

cently predicted a project 
similar to Von Braun's could 
take men to the moon within 
“10 to 15 years.” He places the 
round trip cost at “roughly 
$300,000,000.” 

Oberth arrived in the United 
States early in July to join fel- 
low rocketeers at the secrecy- 
veiled Red Stone Arsenai. The 
nature of his work has not been 
revealed. 

Shortly after his arrival, 
Oberth said the Russians also 
have plans to reach the moon, 
and added: 

“We will have to keep busy 
to beat them.” 

American intelligence officers 
know the Russians have ex-

A _ native 
Russian, Prof. Kiril Stanyuko- 
vich, has published his plans for 
a trip to the moon. 


Some six months ago, Russian 
Scientists announced that “cre- 
ating an artificial satellite is 
feasible.” Shortly afterward, 
they formed a special “Commis- 
sion for Interplanetary Com- 
munication.”
